SENATE BILL 875

AN ACT TO STAGGER THE TERMS OF THE MEMBERS OF THE TOWN COUNCIL OF
THE TOWN OF BAKERSVILLE.

The General Assembly of North Carolina enacts:

SECTION 1. Section 3 of S.L. 2005-43 reads as rewritten:

"SECTION 3. In 2005-the-three2015, two members of the Town Council of the Town of
Bakersville shall be elected—Theelected, and the candidate receiving the highest number of
votes shall be elected to a four-year term, and the twe-candidatescandidate receiving the next
highest numbers-number of votes shall each-be elected to a two-year term. In 20072017, and
biennually thereafter, two members shaII be eleeted—te—we-year—tem\s—LH—,zOOQ—and
3 rear—term-elected, and the
candldate recelvmq the hlqhest number of votes shall be elected to a four-year term, and the
candidate receiving the next highest number of votes shall be elected to a two-year term."

SECTION 2. This act does not affect the term of office of the person elected in
2013 for a four-year term.

SECTION 3. This act is effective when it becomes law.

In the General Assembly read three times and ratified this the 3" day of July, 2014.
